On April 14, 2022, I was assigned Pasco Sheriff s Office report 22-012707. The report states that the victim, Autumn 
Davis, is being sexually abused by her biological mother, Jennifer Brophy. The report was called into the sheriff s 
office by Autumn's step-mother Melissa. According to Melissa, Autumn has come to her saying that her mother 
Jennifer is putting her fingers into Autumn's vagina. Melissa has reported this via several calls to the sheriff's 
department and Child Protection. Finally, on April 8, 2022, Melissa called and said that Autumn had been sexually 
abused, documented under report 22-012293. Then this report was made on April 12, 2022, with the same 
allegations. Then on April 16, 2022, Melissa called the sheriff s office again to report that Jennifer was sexually 
abusing Autumn. In all of these calls, Autumn has been interviewed by patrol and has denied being touched. Patrol 
also interviewed Autumn's brother Sebastian who stated that mommy had touched Autumn's vagina and said that 
mommy has not hurt either of them. 


On April 15, 2022, I contacted C.P.]. Manger M. Sedor told me that C.P.I. has concerns for the step-mother Melissa 
coaching the children on what to say. C.P.I. Manger Sedor also provided me with background information regarding 
the family's history with the department. C.P.I. Manger Sedor informed me that in January 2022, the step-mother and 
father called a report stating that the mother had sexually abused Autumn, and C.P.T completed a Save Exam. There 
were no physical findings of sexual abuse from the Save Exam in that report. C.P.I. Manger Sedor then informed me 
that within a few hours of Autumn having the Save Exam, the father and step-mother brought Autumn to Trinity 
Hospital, stating there were cotton balls inside her vagina. At that time, Trinity Medical Center contacted C.P.T. and 
requested another Save Exam; however, C.P.T. refused. After getting the medical records from Trinity Hospital, it 
was discovered that there were no cotton balls inside Autumn's vaginal area. Still, instead, toilet paper was found 
inside of her underwear, and it was the step-mother and father saying it was inside of her vagina. 


After speaking with C.P.I, Manager Sedor, I made telephone contact with C.P.T. and talked to Sara Kowal, the senior 
case coordinator. Sara informed me that she has concerns about having a forensic interview with Autumn or 
Sebastian. Sara stated that based on the most recent interviews with the children, C.P.T. believes that the step-mother 
Melissa and the father may coach the children on what to say. Sara then told me that she would provide me a copy of 
both Autumn's and Sebastian's C.P. T. reports from January 2022. In reviewing the CPT reports from January 2022 
those reports noted no physical findings of sexual abuse for Autumn. The SAVE Exam found no findings of sexual 
abuse on Autumn as well. The report also noted that Melissa was present during the medical exam and she was 
informed there was no evidence of sexual abuse as well. 


On April 18, 2022, I received a phone call from Melissa Davis. Melissa informed me that she was concerned that no 
one had spoken with Autumn or Sebastian. Melissa confirmed that the patrol deputies had been out to her house 
several times to talk with the children; however, she was concerned that a detective had not spoken with them. 
Melissa also told me that she believes that patrol deputies did not ask the right questions because the children did not 
disclose to them. Melissa said that she had spoken with Autumn and Sebastian, and they had been able to open up to 
her, and that was why she had recorded them. Melissa agreed to bring both Autumn and Sebastian to my office on 
April 19, 2022, so that I could interview them. Melissa stated she did not want the children interviewed again by 
C.P.I. because she believes that C.P.I. is out to get them.

On April 19, 2022, I interviewed Autumn Davis, and her interview was recorded using the interview room video 
system and was later uploaded to evidence.com. Before interviewing Autumn, she was truth lye qualified using the 
materials for interviewing professionals. Autumn told me she was four years old and was in daycare. Autumn had her 
baby doll, Lily, with her during the interview. Autumn told me she knew the names of her body parts, at which time 
she started naming her body parts and pointing to them. For example, Autumn stated she had a coochie and a butt; 
she then pointed at them both. Autumn pointed to her front vagina area, called it a coochie, and then pointed to her 
butt and said it was her butt. 


Autumn then told me that her mother "puts her fingers in her coochie." Autumn then said, "big guy and poppy did it 
too." Autumn said her mother put her fingers in her coochie on Sunday along with big guy and poppy. Autumn told 
me she did not see them do it, but Melissa told her it happened. 


When I asked Autumn why Melissa told her to say these things, Autumn would get down from the chair, sit on the 
floor, and say, "I don't know." Autumn then told me that Melissa tells her to say things before she starts recording 
her saying them. 


After speaking with Autumn, I then made contact with Sebastian Davis. Before speaking with Sebastian, I attempted 
to truth lie, qualify him. When I took out the qualifying book, Sebastian stated he knew how to use the book. At that 
point, Sebastian took the book and showed me how to truth lie, qualify someone. He also stated that you get into 
trouble when you don t tell the truth. 


Sebastian told me that he was six years old and is currently in kindergarten. Sebastian told me he had forgotten why 
he had to speak with me. Sebastian told me that Melissa told him what to say, but he had forgotten. Sebastian then 
said that his mother put her fingers in Autumn's when they were on the sofa. Sebastian told me he did not remember 
when his mother did this but said Melissa told him it happened. 


Sebastian said Melissa always tells him what to say because it will get "mommy in trouble." 1 asked Sebastian if he 
wanted to get his mommy in trouble, and he stated no, but Melissa did. Sebastian then told me that he forgot again 
what Melissa wanted him to say to me but stated it was important. Finally, Sebastian told me that his mother, 
Jennifer, has never hurt him or Autumn but said he did not want to get in trouble with Melissa. 


I asked Sebastian several times what happens if he gets in trouble with Melissa, and he would not answer. Whenever 
Sebastian was pushed on how Melissa would tell him what to say, he would try and use the qualifying children's 
book to not talk about Melissa. 


On April 22, 2022, 1 made telephone contact with attorney Jerry Warren who is the attorney for Donavin Davis. Mr. 
Warren called to find out why I was being called to testify in the DVI hearing. J explained to Mr. Warren that 
Jennifer Brophy's attorney had subpoenaed me to testify about the interviews I had conducted with Autumn and 
Sebastian Davis. I went on to inform Mr. Warren that both children had explained to me that Melissa was telling 


them what to say in order to get Jennifer into trouble. Mr. Warren informed me that he also believed that Melissa 
was coaching the children. 


Then on April 25, 2022, Mr. Warren again called me. Mr. Warren told me that Donavin is going to dismiss the DVI 
case against Jennifer. Mr. Warren also informed that he did not think Melissa was going to be at the court hearing on 
Tuesday April 26, 2022. I explained to Mr. Warren that I needed to speak with Melissa regarding her telling the 
children what to say to the police about their mother. Mr. Warren informed me that Melissa was not going to speak 
with me about that. Mr. Warren also asked if I had safety concerns for the children if they were in the care of 
Donvavin. I explained to Mr. Warren that there is a concern for the children if Donavin knew Melissa was telling the 
children what to say. Mr. Warren stated that Donavin did not know Melissa was coaching the children.

Based on the statements made by both Autumn Davis and Sebastian Davis, Melissa was arrested for filing false 
police report concerning capital felony because Melissa told both children to report that their mother Jenifer was 
committing sexual battery on Autumn. Melissa was also charged with Tamper with or fabricating physical evidence 
because she used her cell phone to force the children to record videos saying Jennifer was committing sexual battery. 
I also arrested Melissa with unlawful use of two-way communication device because after she recorded the video's 
she then used her cell phone to upload the videos to the Pasco County Sheriff s office evidence system. 


On April 26, 2022, Melissa came to the Pasco Sheriff s Office District One office where she was placed under arrest 
for the above charges. Melissa was turned over to PAT! and was transported to the Pasco County Detention Center 
without incident. Prior to transported Melissa refused to answer any questions. 


A State Attorney Investigation is set for May 11, 2022 at 0830 hours at the New Port Richey State Attorney's Office. 
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
